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THE LATE ADMIRAL SIR WM. HEWETT, V.C. 


DEATH OF ADMIRAL HEWETT. 


We deeply regret to state that one of our ablest 
and bravest Admirals, the gallant Sir William 
Nathan Wright Hewett, V.C., K.C.B., K.C.S.L., 
expired, at the Haslar Hospital, on Sunday night 
last. Sir William was lately in command of the 
Channel Sguadron. Prior to his hauling down 
his flag, over a month ago, his’ health was not 
good ; and last week a change for the worse took 
place. On Thursday week, under the advice of 
his brother, Sir Prescott Hewett, he was removed 
to Haslar Hospital, being then in a state of com- 
plete prostration. On the Friday and Saturday 
he rallied, but at night he could not sleep, and 
on Sunday his condition was most critical. 
Englandlearntwith sorrow that his death occurred 
at half-past eleven o'clock on Sunday night.

LORD MAYOR DE KEYSER, 


INAUGURATOR OF THE ITALIAN EXHIBITION. 


Admiral Hewett (whose portrait 
we reproduce) was the second son 
of the late Dr. W. W. Hewett, by 
Susan Moore, daughter of the late 
Rev. Dr. John Maddy, and was 
born at Brighton on Aug. 12, 1834. 
He entered the Navyon March 26, 
1847. He served with the Naval 
Brigade in Burmah and China, and 
was awarded the China and Burmah 
medals. He was promoted to Sub- 
Lieutenant on May 12, 1853, and 
served with the Naval Brigade in 
the Crimea. He was present at the 
Battle of Inkerman, where his 
gallantry was most conspicuous. 
For his conduct during the 
Crimean campaign Mr. Hewett 
was. awarded the Victoria Cross, 
the Crimean, Turkish, and Sar- 
dinian medals, the Fifth Class 
of the Medjidieh, and was made 
a Knight of the Legion of the 
Order, and received the In- 
kermann and Sebastopol Clasps. 
He was in command of the Beagle 
at the capture of. Kertch and Yeni- 
kale, and in the Azoff Expedition 
(Azoff Clasp); Commodore on the 
West Coast of Africa during the 
Ashantee War, 1873-74; present at 
Amoaful and the capture of Coo- 
massie; made K.C.B. March 31, 
1874 (Ashantee Medal, Coomassie 
Clasp). Subseguently he punished 
the natives of the Congo for outrages 
in 1875. He was in receipt of a 
good-service pension from July 24, 
1874, to March 21, 1878; Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the East India 
Station, April, 1882. 

He served in the Egyptian War, in the Red 
Sea, at Souakim, and received the thanks of the 
House of Commons and the K.C.S.I., for this 
service (Egyptian Medal, Khedive's Bronze Star, 
Medjidieh Second Class). Again he was em- 
ployed in the Red Sea as Commander-in-Chief 
during the naval and military operations in the 
Eastern. Soudan in 1884; appointed Governor- 
General of Souakim, with full powers, military 
and civil, on Feb. 10, 1884. The Admiralty ex- 
pressed their entire approval,of his proceedings, 
and at the same time thanked him for his zeal 
and energy in the defence of Souakim. 

Sir William was present at the battle of El 
Teb, on Feb. 29, 1884 (Souakim and El Teb 
Clasps) ; proceeded on a mission to King John 
of Abyssinia—a service which he performed 
with great tact and courage, the task being 
of the utmost difficulty and importance, and re- 
ceived from KingJohn the Orderof Solomon. Being 
promoted to Vice-Admiral while Commander- 
in-Chief on the East India Station, he received 
the thanks of the inhabitants and merchants of 
Souakim. He again received the thanks of both 
Houses of Parliament for the support and assist- 
ance afforded to the forces employed in the 
operations in the Soudan. On March 10, 1886, 
Sir William was appointed to the command of 
the Channel Squadron, and last summers 
elaborate manceuvres off our coasts were car- 
ried out under his direction. The importance 
attached to his recent cruise with the Channel 
Squadron in the Mediterranean will be fresh in 
the memory of every subscriber to The Penny 
Illustrated Paper, for we gave an Illustration of 
Sir William on board his flag-ship at the time.

leroy,” and from doing any other act in infringement of the copyright in 
it. It will be remembered that Mr. Seebohm successfully produced a 
dramatic version of this faseinating story. Mr. Justice Stirling reviewed 
the law on the subject, and came to the conclusion, not only that the 
statute conferred on the author of a book the sole and exclusive liberty 
of printing or otherwise multiplying copies of it, but that if another 
person, for the purpose of dramatisation, multiplied copies of the book, 
he violated the rights of the author. He accordingly granted an in- 
junction, and required the defendant to comply with certain conditions— 
at the same time ordering him to pay all the costs of the action, In 
accordance with this judgment the Licenser of Plays (Mr. Pigott) has been 
requested to revoke the license for the performance of ‘ Little Lord 
Fauntleroy,” and he has consented to move the Lord Chamberlain to return 
the copy of the play deposited with him and. revoke the license. ‘Thus, it 
was under encouraging auspices that Mrs, Burnett at length produced her 
own comedy of “The Real Little Lord Fauntleroy” at Terry’s Theatre. 
We heartily trust that Mrs. Burnett will reap a golden harvest from “ The 
teal Little Lord Fauntleroy,” successfully brought out on Monday.

FIRE AT THE BAY-TREE. 

A rire broke out early last Saturday 
morning in the Bay-Tree Tavern, 5, St. 
Swithin's-lane—a dining place well 


known to City men. The outbreak 


occurred on the ground floor of the 
premises. In a short time two or three 
fìre-engines arrived, but the flames 
spread “to the second and third floors, 
in the latter of which most of the bed- 
rooms were situated. At the window 
some of the young women employed 
on the establishment appeared in their 
nightdresses, and called for help. An 
escape was guickly run up against the 
building, and by means of this a number 
of firemen and policemen entered the 
windows and succeeded in rescuing 
seven girls.

The 
scenes of rescue were witnessed by the 
Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress from 
their drawing-room window, as well as 
by a large crowd of spectators. The 
fire was not totally subdued until 
about six o’clock in the morning, and 
the whole building was completely 
burned out.

ROYAL REVIEW AT 
WIMBLEDON. 


On Tuesday morning, in beautiful 
weather, the Prince of Wales visited 
Wimbledon-common, in order to wit- 
ness a field-day and review ot Cavalry 
and Horse Artillery. The first corps 
on the ground, about half-past ninc, 
was the Ist Life Guards (Colonel 
Talbot), but these had hardly reached 
the rendezvous before the Royal Horse 
Guards (Colonel Montagu), and Major 
Lockyer’s B Battery, B Brigade, 
arrived with five 12-pounders. The 
19th Hussars, under Colonel Combe, 
were filing on to the ground from 
Hounslow as the Prince of Wales 
arrived, shortly after ten o'clock. 

His Royal Highness, who wore Field 
Marshal's undress, was accompanied 
by the Duke of Mecklenburg, while 
the Princess of Wales, her daughters, 
and Prince George of Greece were in 
open carriages. ‘lhe command of the 
troops was taken by Major-General 
Sir Reginald Gipps, and the line was 
formed with the Life Guards on the 
right, the Blues on the left, and the 
Hussars in the centre, the battery 
taking post on the right rear. While 
standing in this position the Princess 
paused for some minutes in front of 
the 19th Hussars, which has the dis- 
tinction of being the Princess of 
Wales’s Own, to inspect the corps. 

When the manœuvres commenced, 
at half-past ten, a troop of Colonel 
Combe’s light horsemen were sent 
scouting across the plain from the 
Windmill southward, a few of the 
Life Guards at the same time feeling 
the bushy slopes to the right. The 
movements had the appearance of a 
reconnaissance from Putney, and when 
the scouts found the enemy, he was 
evidently imagined to be in the 
direction towards the Epsom Hills. 
By rapid degrees the whole of the 
Hussars were moved up to the front, 
followed by the guns, and as the 
operations developed, and the enemy 
seemed to be showing in greater force, 
the 12-pounders were unlimbered, 
and a few rounds fired to scatter his 
columns.
